Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual 
Report,  with  the  various  Statistics  required  for  the  year, 
1904,  the  Factory  Act  table,  and  the  Inspector’s  Report. 

There  are  22  parishes  in  the  Market  Harborough 
Rural  District,  with  an  acreage  of  30,234.  During  the  past 
year  the  District  was  singularly  free  from  serious  infections 
disease,  and  only  one  fatal  case  occurred.  In  the  first  nine 
months  of  the  year  only  three  exceedingly  mild  cases  of 
Scarlatina  were  notified.  In  October  an  epidemic  of  Scar¬ 
latina  of  a  very  mild  type  appeared  in  the  Langton  villages, 
and  the  Schools  there  were  closed  for  some  weeks.  No 
other  Schools  were  closed  all  tbe  year.  There  has  been  no 
case  of  infectious  disease  notified,  in  1904,  from  Fleckney, 
and  the  number  of  deaths  in  that  village  is  remarkably  few, 
only  eleven  were  recorded  out  of  a  population  of  1,516, 
making  a  death  rate  of  only  7-24  per  1,000  at  all  ages.  Only 
four  deaths  occurred  in  Fleckney  of  infants  under  1  year — 
this  is  a  singularly  small  death  rate  in  a  manufacturing 
centre,  and  particularly  with  regard  to  the  infant  mortality, 
which  works  out  at  62  deaths  per  1,000  births.  There  were 
only  ten  deaths  the  whole  year  of  infants  under  1  year  of 
age  in  the  whole  District  making  an  Infantile  Mortality  of 
59-88. 
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BIRTHS  AND  DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  births  was  167,  74  males,  93 
females,  four  less  than  in  the  year  1903.  The  total  number 
of  deaths  registered  was  100,  49  males  and  51  females,  only 
one  more  than  the  previous  year.  Of  this  number  42  were 
over  70  years  of  age.  The  birth  rate  per  1,000  was  23-03,  the 
death  rate  per  1,000  was  1 3  79.  During  13  weeks  in  the  year 
no  death  occurred. 


SCARLET  FEVER, 

Twenty-three  cases  of  Scarlatina  were  notified,  20 
of  which  occurred  in  the  Langtons,  all  were  of  a  mild 
character,  and  no  deaths  occurred. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

One  case — unfortunately  a  fatal  one — occurred  at 
Mowsley.  The  sanitary  arrangements  in  the  house  were 
found  defective,  and  the  water  supply  bad  on  analysis  ;  the 
water  was  from  a  private  well. 


House  accommodation  for  the  working  classes  is 
good  taking  the  District  through,  and  the  prevailing  healthy 
condition  testifies  in  a  gratifying  manner  to  the  improved 
sanitary  arrangements.  The  Factories  in  the  District  are 
regularly  inspected,  and  are  thoroughly  satisfactory  with 
regard  to  air  space,  ventilation  and  sanitary  accommodation. 
A  list  of  factory  outworkers  is  kept,  and  they  are  regularly 
visited  by  (lie  inspector.  No  case  of  overcrowding  was 
notified  last  year.  There  is  no  system  of  scavenging  used  or 
required  in  the  District.  The  water  supply  continues  to  be 
from  private  sources,  and  in  the  main  is  satisfactory.  Seven 
samples  of  water  were  submitted  to  Mr.  Freeland  last  year
